Applying  Prices:  The  single  rate  in  the  first  column  applies 
on  orders  for  four  trees  or  less  of  one  variety;  the  10  rate  on 
orders  from  5  to  49  trees,  the  100  rate  on  orders  from  50  to 
449  trees,  and  the  1000  rate  on  orders  from  500  trees  up. 

Mixed  orders  of  just  a  few  trees  of  each  variety  take  the  single 
rate. 

There  is  no  economy  in  planting  smaller  trees  than  shown  on 
our  list,  as  such  trees  are  too  immature  or  may  be  culls,  and  are 
never  first-class. 
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Always  specify  root  stock  when  ordering,  otherwise  we  will 
use  our  best  judgment.

TERMS  AND  METHODS  OF  BUSINESS 

Reservation  of  Trees:  Trees  should  be  reserved  in  advance  of  shipping  season.  A  deposit  of 
20  per  cent  is  required  with  order,  balance  due  with  shipping  instructions.  Our  responsibility 
to  deliver  ceases  in  event  of  frost,  fire,  drouth,  or  if  other  action  of  the  elements  beyond  our 
control  destroys  our  stock. 

Orders  for  Immediate  Shipment:  Cash  with  order  is  required. 

Terms:  We  gladly  extend  credit  to  those  entitled  to  it.  However,  unless  purchaser  has 
an  account  with  us  we  are  compelled  to  make  the  customary  investigation,  which  necessarily 
takes  time  and  delays  shipments.  Time  payments  will  be  arranged  when  proper  security  can 
be  furnished. 

Ordering  Trees:  In  ordering  trees,  give  complete  instructions  as  to  method  of  shipment, 
as  well  as  varieties,  sizes  and  root  stock  desired. 

Our  Responsibility:  Our  responsibility  for  damage  in  transit  ceases  when  we  deliver  to 
the  forwarding  companies,  and  transportation  is  at  purchaser’s  risk.  We  agree,  however,  to 
give  purchaser  every  assistance  in  recovery  of  any  transportation  losses. 

Our  Guarantee:  We  guarantee  all  trees  sold  by  us  to  be  fresh  dug,  properly  packed,  true 
to  name,  healthy,  thrifty,  and  well-rooted  on  stock  ordered.  Our  liability  under  this  guar¬ 
antee  applies  only  to  the  extent  of  the  purchase  price  of  the  tree. 

Claims:  All  claims  should  be  filed  within  ten  (10)  days  after  receipt  of  shipment.
